Southern Pacific Railroad was 
back in action in Lompoc Valley 
today and faced with the task of

A 
railroad 
spokesman 
said 
officials planned to switch 
into 
Johns-Manville Products Co . this 
morning apd into Grefco Co., this 
afternoon. The two diatomaceous 
earth products operators are the 
Valley’s two largest employers and 
h e a v i l y 
d e p e n d e n t 
on 
r ai l 
transportation. 
John Gadway. chief of industrial 
relations for J-M said the plant 
would be back into production at 8 
a.m. 
Wednesday 
providing 
the 
railroad was on schedule in moving 
out some 40 loaded boxcars that 
have sat idle in the plant. An 
estimated 400 employes have been 
idled since 12:01 a m Monday. 
Don Goodhue, manager of Grefco 
said he expected a switch of rail 


cars this afternoon and that the 
plant would be back in operation 
shortly. The bulk of the plant’s 135, 
personnel have been idled since last 
Friday. 
Raii employes were on the job last 
night within hours of the strike 
settlement. The first cars to move 
out were those already loaded with 
perishable lettuce and carrots. 
Southern 
Pacific’s 
commuter 
service along the San Francisco 
Peninsula where 11,500 passengers 
are carried each day. was back in 
operation “ with no problems.’’ an 
SP spokesman said. 
The spokesman said more than 
100 cars left the Salinas Valley 
during the night w ith produce for the 
market place.

Probe uncovers slaughter 
of golden, bald eagles 


CHEYENNE,

Federal agents investigating the 
slaughter of golden and bald eagles 
—the 
nation’s 
symbol 
— today 
discovered a mass grave containing 
dead eagles believed shot from the 
skies for sport. 


U.S. Attorney Richard Thomas 
said the birds were found with other 
dead animals buried on federal 
grazing 
land 
14 
miles 
west 
of 
Saratoga, Wyo. 


Thomas said agents found the 
mass 
grave 
while delivering 
a 
search 
warrant 
against 
rancher 
Herman Werner, the employer of a 
helicopter pilot who told a Senate 
subcommittee in Washington that he 
flew missions during which more 
than 500 eagles were shot down over 
Wyoming and Colorado 


Interior Secretary Rogers C. B 
Morton 
has 
asked 
the 
Justice 
Department to prosecute persons 
responsible for the reported slayings 
from helicopters of the eagles, fast 
becoming rare. 


The helicopter pilot, Jam es O. 
Vogan, 
43, 
told 
the 
Senate 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l 
A p p ro p r ia tio n s 
Subcommittee Monday he piloted 
more than 20 hunters on flight!) over 
13 ranches in the two states. Vogan 


said Doyle Vaughn, the manager of 
the firm that owned the helicopter, 
told the shooters he had a permit to 
kill the eagles under the federal 
predator control program,

Werner. The pilot said the hunters 
he flew shot the eagles for sport.

and claws which were identified as

Little surprise 
over decision 
on Red China

The U.S. decision to back a United 
Nations seat for Communist China 
caused 
little 
surprise 
in 
world 
capitals today. Some Communist 
nations reacted with suspicion and 
western Europe generally approved. 
Approval came from such nations 
as France and Sweden, which have 
diplomatic relations with mainland 
China, the Philippines, which has 
been moving in that direction, and 
Australia. Josef Tekoah, the Israeli 
ambassador to Washington, said he 
w o u l d 
r e c o m m e n d 
U N . 
membership. 
Turkey, which plans to establish 
diplomatic relations with Peking 
shortly, also approved the move. 
Portugal received the news with 
stony silence and a loreign ministry 
spokesman said, “ It will be time 
enough to comment when the m atter 
comes up for voting." 
Portugal has been disturbed by 
U.S. moves toward a rapprochment 
with China and with the growth of 
Chinese Communist activities in 
Africa. 
Officials 
have described 
such activities in Africa as “ dange­ 
rous.”

Spaceship reaps 
scientific harvest 
as astronauts rest 


SPACE 
CE N T E R , 
Houston 
(UPI )—Orbiting the moon in the 
name of science, Apollo I5’s three 
astronauts got well deserved extra 
rest today while their spaceship 
reaped more dividends from a space 
m ission 
alre ad y 
ranki ng 
as 
Am erica’s most rewarding. 
“ We r e 
in great shape.” 
said 
mission commander David R. Scott 
after he. Alfred M. Worden and 
Jam es B. Irwin had nine hours of 
sleep following one of the busiest 
and most producive days ever spent 
by man in space. 
Their prize haul of 228.7 pounds of 
lunar samples was stowed carefully 
in the nooks and crannies of the 
command ship Endeavour. Scott and 
Irwin gathered them on three drives 
in their mooncar across the rolling 
floor of the mountain valley they 
called 
home 
for 
66 
hours, 
55 
minutes. 
After they awoke shortly after 10 
a.m. EDT today, the pilots were 
asked by ground communicator Joe 
Allen to confirm that they had 
aboard the eight-foot deep core 
sample they drilled from the moon. 
“ Joe. we wouldn't lose sight of 
that for all the tea in China,” replied 
Scott. “ T hat’s No. 1 priority.” 
Scott and 
Irwin struggled for 
some tim e pulling the drill out of the 
surface 
Monday 
before 
starting 
their last surface excursion. They 
then had difficulty disassembling 
the driU to tit into their cramped 
landing craft. F alcon 
“ We made a thorough search of 
the LM i lunar module I before we let 
it 
go,” 
Scott 
assured 
anxious 
scientists on Earth. The Falcon was 
jettisoned Monday night. 
Dr. 
Harrison 
H. 
Schmitt, 
a 
geologist and backup pilot for Irw in, 
said 
Scott 
and 
Irwin 
almost 
certainly gathered samples of a 
large 
section 
of 
iunar 
history, 
perhaps dating back close to its 
earliest days. 
“ I don't think there’s any question 
that we had a fantastic exploration 
mission on the surface of the moon 
at Hadley.” Schmitt told reporters 
this morning. 
Even while the astronauts slept, 
after Monday’s grueling schedule, 
the 
Endeavour 
operated 
as 
an 
orbiting observatory, its $17 million 
array of instruments mapping broad 
stretches of rugged moon terrain 
that may never be v isited by man. 
Their orbit swept over the great 
circular 
Sea 
of 
Rains 
where 
Russia's 
Lunokhod 
moon 
robot 
landed last November. Tass, the 
Soviet news agency, reported that 
the unmanned vehicle resumed its 
research today as the sun rose over 
the vast plain. 
Scott and Irwin landed on the 
eastern edge of the Sea of Rains 
Friday and their surface studies, 
together with orbital photography, 
may help the Soviets increase the 
scientific yield of their mission. 
Equal time repeal 
voted by Senate

Senate approved today. 72 to 21. an 
administration proposal to repeal 
the “equal tim e” provisions of the 
Federal Communications Act for all 
candidates for federal office.

as simply a means of ensuring the 
election reform bill will be killed in 
the House.

It passed during consideration of

Lompoc youth drowns 
in Fresno Co lake 


Scott Wilson, 15, of Lompoc drowned yesterday in a lake near Hume, 
an eastern Fresno County mountain resort, after his boat capsized. 
Witnesses said Wilson and four Lompoc friends, all staying at a 
camp near the lake, were about 75 feet out when the boat overturned. 
The four other youths clung to the boat and made their way to shore 
but Wilson left and began floating on his back towards the shore. 
When the others reached safety, they were unable to locate Wilson. 
His body was found later about 50 feet from the shore. 
In the boat with the victim were Sabrina Buchanan, Keith Morrow, 
Bryan Babinski and Paula Bloodworth, all 14. 
Wilson, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Wilson of 208 N. X St.. was 
born in Oxnard. May 20, 1956. Funeral services are pending at McPeek 
Family Mortuary. 
Arraignment nears

Arraignment proceedings against 
Daniel Guevarra Trejo, driver of 
the car that allegedly killed two 
persons last Saturday will be held in 
the next few days on completion of 
the investigation, authorities said 
today. 
Trejo 
was 
pulled 
from

w recked car near D S treet and 
College Avenue Saturday afternoon 
and transported to Lompoc Hospital 
for treatm ent of facial injuries. He 
remained under technical custody 
pending 
his 
release 
from 
the 
hospital when formal booking can be 
performed. 
Trejo's car is alleged to have 
rammed 
and 
killed 
Ivory 
Lee 
Turner, Jr., 21. and his son, Sean, 
three months, and critically injured 
Gwendolyn 
Turner, 
20, 
wife of 
Turner and mother of Sean. Mrs. 
Turner 
was 
listed 
in 
critical 
condition at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base Hospital today. 
Witnesses 
report 
Trejo's 
car 
ram m ed the Turner family as they 
walked along College Avenue with 
friends. After the tragedy, Trejo’s 
car is alleged to have sideswiped 
four cars before finally colliding 
with a Sheriff ’s patrol car. 
Sheriff’s Dep. Evan J. Ford, 35, 
suffered minor facial injuries, but 
his patrol car was heavily damaged. 
Dep. Dist. Atty. Haynes Jones 
said this morning he had not yet 
seen a report on the accident and 
would have to confer with police and 
see lab tests on blood and urine 
samples from Trejo before he could 
decide on the exact charge to file 
against the suspect. 
Meanwhile police continued to 
talk of two counts of manslaughter 
pendi ng 
c o mp l e t i o n 
of 
t he 
investigation. 
However additional 
information 
acquired 
by 
police 
sources this week indicate Trejo 
may be an epileptic. Police Lt.

Big decisions 
for Council 
tonight 


Tonight 
the City Council will 
consider a controversial proposal to 
ban the use of alcoholic beverages in 
city parks; and take another look at 
ordinances 
that would 
hike the 
monthly bills on refuse collection 
and electric service. 
The ban on alcoholic beverages in 
the parks is sought by Councilman 
Sol Lefkowitz. As it stands now city 
ordinances merely say there shall 
be no sale of alcoholic beverages in 
parks and that no one is to enter a 
park while under the influence of 
alcohol. 
Under Lefkowitz’ proposal the 
ordinance would read: “ No person 
is any park shall sell, serve or cause 
to be served, consume or possess 
alcoholic beverages of any kind 
whatsoever within such P ark .” 
J a c k 
A nderson, 
rec re atio n 
superintendent has revealed in a 
report to the Council that the cities 
of Santa Maria, San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara; and the counties of 
Santa Barbara and Ventura permit 
possession of alcoholic beverages in 
parks. 
The cities of Ventura and 
Oxnard do not. 
The 
Council 
will 
consider 
proposals to raise the price for solid 
waste collection from the present 
$1.50 per household to $2.75; and 
increase electric utility fee rates 
from an average of $8 12 per month 
to $9.02. 
There may be some opposition to 
the hike in the refuse collection fee. 
Councilman Goerge Cotsenmoyer 
said yesterday that the introduction 
of the ordinance setting the $2.75 fee 
was “ prem ature” . 
Israeli papers report new

He 
said because of the lull in fighting in 
Vietnam the United States could 
supply any number of jets to Israel 
at any time. ”

For Leftover Napkins

cover, chair or couch throw or even sew them together 
for a patchwork tablecloth. Patchwork is so popular now 
that any of these items would be stylish. If she does not 
have enough napkins for such large items, she could 
make patchwork shopping bags or shoe bags and get 
years of service from them at no expense except for her 
time.-MRS.

DEAR POLLY and N. H.—I made a dresser scarf by 
joining napkins, end to end, with lace insertions sewn 
between and lace edging 
all around the outside. A 
table centerpiece could be 
made the same way. An­ 
other suggestion is to make 
aprons and outline with 
rickraek. Use one napkin 
for the bib and one for the 
main part of the “ skirt.” 
Cut two napkins so they 
make triangles, cut from 
corner to corner, and put a 
three-sided piece on each

Lift right leg back 
leading with heel, until you 
feel muscles tightening Re­ 
turn to standing position. 
Repeat six times. Reverse 
legs. 


5. To firm hips and thighs 
and whittle waist, lie on 
back with arms outstretched 
from shoulders. Bend right 
knee, roll as far as possible 
to left side, keeping arms 
and shoulders flat on floor, 
left leg straight. Repeat six 
times. Reverse legs. If you 
do this with one lifted leg 
straight rather than bent at 
the knee, you work thighs 
even more. 
Start this exercise pro­ 
gram slowly and build grad­ 
ually. Don’t overdo it, there­ 
by straining muscles. It’s 
best to exercise for a few 
minutes 
before 
breakfast 
each day, but if you know 
you won’t do it then, ex­ 
ercise before going to bed 
at night.

Can you 
tell me what a normal one 
would be? I thought I read 
somewhere that

normal, if so I think I have 
something to worry about. 
Dear Reader — First re­ 
garding blood sugar, there 
are different methods of do­ 
ing the test and this can ac­ 
count for a variation of 20 
points. Some tests measure 
only glucose sugar and other 
tests measure additional sub­ 
stances with a similar chem­ 
ical action. 
Blood sugar levels vary in 
normal people. By m o s t 
methods a fasting value of 
125 is acceptable. The value 
will be elevated by anxious­ 
ness or stress. If only one 
test is done the best test is 
two hours after eating a high 
carbohydrate meal. This will 
show how the body handles 
sugar. Diabetics often have 
a normal f a s t i n g blood 
sugar. 
A c o m m o n problem in 
blood sugar measurements is 
the unprepared patient. 
I 
don’t know how many people 
I have seen misdiagnosed as 
diabetics for this reason. If 
you don’t eat carbohydrates 


sugar for a sugar test there 
won’t be enough insulin and 
the test will give a diabetic 
response. After eating a high 
carbohydrate diet for about 
three days, bread, potatoes 
and perhaps a c o u p l e of 
candy bars a day, the insulin 
production will become nor­ 
mal and the test will be nor­ 
mal. So it is not always wise 
to go on a diet to get your 
weight down just before you 
go to see the doctor. 
One cholesterol test doesn’t 
tell the story, BUT the Wgh- 
er the level the more likely 
one will develop fatty de­ 
posits in the arteries. Most 
heart specialists would pre­ 
fer to see the value below 
240 and would be happier if 
it were nearer 200 or below. 
Often the best treatment is 
a proper diet, that means re­ 
stricting calories sufficiently 
to eliminate obesity. Exer­ 
cise and limiting fat and 
cholesterol intake is also 
helpful. 
The higher the cholesterol 
level the more likely it will 
be significantly lowered with 
a proper program. I ani not 
an enthusiast for medicine 
to lower blood cholesterol. 
Most of t h e s e medicines 
cause undesirable side ef­ 
fects — they are, after all, 
poisons of a sort. I see no 
reason to g i v e medicine 
when proper living habits 
will correct the situation. So 
you might see what you can 
do for yourself.

Million dollar gam ble with a taste like vodka 
'Light' whisky curbs 
bourbon's boom 


“B o u r b o n , a magnifi­ 
cent drink, has gone far 
toward making America 
what it is.”

LOUISVILLE — (NEA) — 
Many are the tears that have 
been s h e d into Bourbon- 
filled glasses, but none so 
copious as the flood current­ 
ly being wept by loyal men 
like WiUiam Golding over 
the beverage itself. 
The Bourbon boom appar­ 
ently is over. And while it 
s e e m s a trifle absurd to 
equate a changing civiliza­ 
tion with booze preference, 
the fact remains that Bour­ 
bon whisky is very much 
a m o n g this country’s old 
favorites now falling from 
favor. 
The liquor industry, with 
its ear to the shot glass, has 
read the decline as more 
t h a n handwriting on the 
men’s room wall. Beginning 
in July, 1972, U.S. disUUers 
will—for the first time in 38 
years—unveil a totally new 
kind of tipple called ‘‘light 
whisky” which will, t h e y 
say, ‘‘appeal to the changing 
American taste, especially 
among y o u n g people and 
women.” 
Bourbon fanciers are dis- 
cernibly upset and, perhaps, 
with good reason. 
‘‘'There’ll be a lot l e s s 
Bourbon made f r o m now 
on,” said a spokesman for 


Glenmore Distillers here. ‘‘I 
know that some countryside 
distillers in Kentucky have 
already slowed down Bour­ 
bon production.” 
One of the reasons for the 
decline of Bourbon and the 
rise of light w h i s k y , of 
course, is the recession. Pro­ 
duction costs of Bourbon are 
40 per cent higher than of 
light whisky. 
Barrels in which Bourbon 
is stored cost $28 apiece and 
can only be used once. In 
the past, Bourbon makers 
sold their used barrels for 
about $5 to manufacturers of 
Scotch or Canadian whiskies 
who—as will the new light 
whisky producers—use and 
reuse the barrels up to 40 
years. 
‘‘Probably all of the top 10 
distilleries will have a light 
whisky entry in ’72,” said 
the Glenmore spokesman. ‘‘I 
can assure you that there 
wi l l be h u n d r e d s one 
day. People are going to try 
it, but whether they’ll break 
with tradition (Bourbon) and 
keep trying it is hard to 
say. 
‘‘People have been saying 
the liquor industry is tak­ 
ing a billion-dollar gamble 
with light whisky. That may 
be an underestimate,” 
Obtaining government ap­ 
proval for the new whisky 
was not easy. Since Prohibi­ 
tion was repealed in 1933, 
American liquor manufac­ 
turers have operated with a 
dense thicket of federal and 


state laws that sometimes 
defy comprehension. 
It is against the law in 
Chicago, for instance, to 
give your dog a drink; it is 
illegal in Coolidge, Ariz., to 
drink booze directly from the 
bottle; swinging doors are 
prohibited for bars in Maine; 
Santa Claus may not appear 
in liquor advertisements in 
20 states, and Father’s Day 
c a n n o t be mentioned in 
whisky ads in Kansas. 
“The distillers agreed to 
anything after Prohibition, 
just to get back in business,” 
said a spokesman for the 
Bourbon Institute in New 
York. 


The real reasons behind 
tight government control, of 
course, has little to do with 
s p i r i t of Prohibition. The 
real reason is that liquor is 
the second largest source of 
revenue for federal govern­ 
ment (No. 1 is income tax) 
and is nearly as important 
to state governments, espe­ 
cially in Kentucky which 
produces much of this coun­ 
try’s liquor. 


Now, a f t e r complaining 
that government liquor reg­ 
ulations are rigid, archaic 
and blocking t h e m from 
meeting the changing atti­ 
tudes and tastes of the 93 
million U.S. drinkers, the 
whisky makers are having 
their way. 
Experiments with plastic 
bottles are being conducted.

You are not going to spread terror in 
the Kremlin if you 
report on Tuesday

y o u 
reported that there 
is a tiger out there. 
So that the notion 
that the counterfeit 
p a p e r s 
w e r e 
frightening to the 
enemy in a sense 
that

w e r e 
n o t , 
it 
perplexing. 


On the m atter of truth catching up 
with error. It is unquestionably the 
case that it doesn’t do so in all 
cases, and never entirely. I do not 
doubt that if you look carefully 
enough, you will find in Chicago 
someone 
who 
thinks 
that 
Tom 
Dewey was elected F^resident in 
1948, having picked up the first 
edition of the Chicago Tribune. 
But people tend to forget how 
these things work in places like 
Russia. 
The 
Associated 
Press 
reports that the Soviet Defense 
Minstry 
newspaper 
Red 
Star 
published an extensive report on the 
National Review papers. Under a 
headline — I love that headline - 
“ Horrible Plans” The paper was 
distributed a few hours before it 
transpired that the papers were 
counterfeit. Three days later, the 
Red Star had yet to announce that 
the papers were counterfeit. If one 
assumes that the editors ot the 
Soviet press are aware that that is 
what they were, then it becomes 
clear that we are face to face with 
nothing 
more 
than 
the 
usual 
business: 
the 
workings 
of 
a 
controlled press. The Associated 
Press put it this way; “ Westerners 
feel that the Soviet media does not 
want to admit btung fooled by the 
National 
Review 
hoax 
or 
has 
decided to let the report stand as 
another 
step 
in 
the 
continuing 
propaganda war against American 
imperialism.’ 
We need to remind ourselves that 
insofar as 
the Communists are 
concerned, the authenticity ot any 
news is a purely ideological matter. 
If the editors of Pravda thought it 
useful to do so, they could in a 
m atter of days transform the image 
of Benjamin Spock into that of 
Curtis LeMay Any fresh concern we 
feel 
about 
what 
the 
reader in 
Moscow thinks about America and 
A m e r i c a n s 
i s, 
r e a l l y , 
supererogatory W e are dealing with 
a people who are told by the press 
that the United States is a creature 
of Wall Street, that we are bent upon 
bliHHly imperialism as a necessary 
defense of the capitalist system, and 
that the people who make decisions 
in 
the Pentagon are all called 
Strangelove. 


As regards the people in between 
us and the enemy, they too are 
aware that the United States is a 
nuclear power. If we were not a 
nuclear power, they would pay scant 
attention to our foreign policy. For 
the most part the neutrals — one 
thinks of the intelligentsia in, say, 
India, Sweden, and Japan — are 
pretty 
well 
convinced 
that 
the 
United States will not launch an 
unprovoked 
nuclear 
war. 
It 
is 
revealing that between 1954, when 
Admiral Radford urged the use of 
a t o m 
b o m b s 
“ w h e re e v e r 
advantageous’’ in the event that we

should get involved in Indochina, 
and today, when the mere mention 
of them is taboo, we dropped more 
"ordnance,” as they call it, over 
Indochina than was dropped over 
the whole of Europe during the 
Second World War — over twice as 


much. But the fetish takes hold. A

B-52’s dropping six-ton 
bombs over the Ho Chi Minh trail 
will inflict more damage than a 
single plane tropping a small atom 
bomb: but from that drop, a genie 
arises to scare the world, out of its 
senses, and out of its wits. 


Artist retires 


Henry Bauernschmidt is like the 
man who cam e to dinner and 
brought a banquet for the hosts. 
It was back in 1954 that he went to 
work in the County Courthouse. 
They gave him a drawing board, a 
few dollars to spend improving 
county aesthetics, and left him. 
Bauernschmidt, out of Greenwich 
Village and other places, liked to 
paint 
walls 
purple, 
was 
an 
accomplished artist, and a fine 
plantsman. 
His job was landscape 
planner. 
Bit by bit, year by year, Henry 
made this county a more livable 
place. 
Subdividers who once said 
“ yeah, sure ” when asked to plant 
trees and shrubs, and never did it, 
began to beautify their tracts after 
Henry got on them...and on the 
county Planning Commission and 
Board of Supervisors. 
Twenty-six years have flowed by 
since Bauernschmidt was given his 
tiny quarters on the third floor of the 
Courthouse service wing. 
Even at 70, "H ank” kept putting 
in an honest day’s work. He never 
took a coffee break that anyone 
could see 
He kept running his own 
errands. He compiled a lxK)kful of 
solid accomplishments, yet never 
turned into a glory-hound. 
Today Henry woke up in his home 
and found he didn’t have to go to 
work. He could do what he wanted 
from now on...retired, out to pasture 
(and that seems a good place for a 
man who loves green things). 
Henry has been a wizard at his 
job, and perhaps strangely enough, 
everybody has got to know it. Very 
often a quiet, dedicated employee 
goes out with little fanfare. 
But 
Bauernschmidt is getting a bugle 
burst from everybody who knew 
him, and it couldn’t happen to a 
better guy. 
Bauernschm idt 
has 
left 
an 
indelible mark on this county. And 
retired 
County 
Adm inistrative 
Officer David Watson perhaps sums 
it up as well as anybody. 
Watson 
told Henry: "Some of us will retain 
our identity through records in dry, 
dusty files. 
Your identity will be 
preserved through the thousands of 
trees and beautiful landscaping as a 
constant living reminder of selfless 
efforts on behalf of the county.” 
"Thanks to Henry there are some 
30,000 trees 
planted 
along 
new 
subdivision streets throughout the 
county,” says Road Commissioner 
Leland Steward 
There 
are 
also 
open 
spaces, 
beautifully carved redwood signs, 
exquisite landscaping around the 
jewel of a County Courthouse and 
other 
county 
buildings, 
prize- 
winning county displays at state 
fairs 
at 
Sacramento 
and 
Los 
Angeles. 
"Those exhibits were jazzy,” one 
county official recalls, before the 
county cut down on funds for them. 
R etired 
Planning 
D irector 
Richard S. Whitehead, who also 
fought the good fight for many years 
to hold off the uglifiers and convince 
the planning body and supervisors 
that good aesthetics is good for 


everyone, says of Henry: 
"If it 
weren’t for people like him, this 
county would be no better than Los 
Angeles or Ventura county.” 
The Planning Commission "m ay 
have griped at times about Henry’s 
idealism and perfectionism, but the 
message got across and now the 
general public is taking up the 
cudgels,” said Whitehead. 
One has only to visit Cachuma, the 
beach 
parks, 
and 
the 
county 
buildings to see the success of his 
planning and planting, even with 
limited funds. 
He is responsible for the original 
riding and hiking trails element in 
the county General Plan. 
" I ’ve never known anyone so 
dedicated to the job as Henry,” says 
County 
Public 
Works 
Director 
Norman H. Caldwell, himself a 
county employee for 25 years. 
“ No other county employee has 
contributed as much to the joy of 
living as Bauernschmidt,” remarks 
Parks Director George H. Adams, 
thinking of the parks, open space 
and 
county 
grands 
in 
general 
e n h a n c e d 
by 
H e n r y ’s 
craftsmanship. 
Henry has had piles of work to do, 
and little funding to do it all. 
But 
he’s emerging with his hair and no 
apparent ulcers. 
His first stretch of retirement 
freedom will be spent on a trip to 
Canada. 
His successor is being recruited, 
but it may take more than one man 
to do all that he’s been doing. Some 
feel Henry ought to be called back to 
work a few weeks more in the fall to 
“ break 
in” 
his 
successor. 
Dedicated man that he is, Henry 
might do that.
